In the latter case 
the sun for long afterwards had a 
more or less veiled aspect, whilst 
during the lunar eclipse of October, 
1884, the moon practically d’sappea: 
ed from view. As a rule it has a cop 
pery-red color when totally immersed 
in the earth's shadow, 

While not favoring the idea of the 


passage of dense swarms of meteors 


partially cutting off the sun's hight, 
it is not impossible that enorrauy 
flocks of birds might do something 
towards bringing that about.

A Forestry Policy 


Saskatchewan Taking Steps To Deal 
With Drought Conditions 


Hon, J. F. Bryant, IX.C., Chairman 
of the Saskatchewan Commission on 
Conservation and Afforestation, ad- 


dressed the Canadian Club in Regina 
recently, when he made many inter- 
esting observations regarding the 
work of the Commission and the de
